2. S stayed in summer 1958 in Bristol,England as a student 
of theology (altogether for l4 months). At that time he visited twicw 
B. in London to whom he was introduced by B"s English friends who 
are baptists as well. 


3. S told B that to his baptist community in Kiev belonged 
about 50 persons incl. 15 engineers and 2 medical doctors. He himself 
as a young preacher was sent fop a short course to Bristol to supplement 
his theological knowledge,on initiative and thanks to effortg gf Khe a 
British baptist group who vésited Kiev in 1956 or 1957 and eftered 
in direct negotiations with Soviet authorities on "theological exchange”. 


4. During @e visit of the S to B » S while looking at the 
book "The Black Deeds of the Kremlin" asked B what it is about. B ex= 
plained that the book gives a record of the organized hunger in Ukraine 
in 1930s. S said that there should be written also another similar 
book on the hunger losses of 1946. Also on other occasions S made 
several very critical remarks on Soviet regime and particularly 
against Russian chauvinism. B considers S to be a Ukrainain patriot 
and one of the represantatives of his anti-regime generation. 


5. As S told B , S"s father stayed during the WW II in Kiev 
where he worked as a small official in local administration. Consequent= 
ly , after arrival of the Soviet Army to Kiev S2s father was arrested 
by the Sovs but later on released. 


6. &ccording to B,S "s thegigeical convictions seemed to be 
not tay deep and he himself pointed to B that his baptist activity 
gives Just an opportunity "to do something good for his people".
